REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


We submit the following report of schools in accordance 
with the new law requiring the closing of the school year 
on August 31. Therefore, the financial report will cover 
the transactions from February. 15, 1917, to August 31, 
1918. | 

We have maintained five schools and were fortunate in 
being able to retain all of the teachers in each school for the 
full year. We believe they were thoroughly efficient and 
rendered excellent service for the scholars placed in their 
care. 

While our schools generally have been satisfactory, we 
feel that they might improve more if parents would try to 
prevent so many cases of tardiness and absences. 

A change in some of the text-books has been made dur- 
ing the year. 

Would suggest that more supplementary reading should 
be placed in our schools. The truant officer’s report shows 
the number of children of school age to be 66 boys, 47 girls. 

As legislation is pending relative to school appropriation, 
recommendations relating to high school tuition and books 
and supplies will be made at the school meeting.
